Walter H. Hinds, 30, and Henry 
Gignac, 40, were instantly killed 
and John Schruer bruised and 
nerves shattered resulting from 
an auto-truck crash north of 
Frederic Saturday night. Hinds 
and Gignac were :mployed | at 
Petoskey and Schruer resides at 


Gaylord. 
The accident occurred at about 


. 10:00 p. m. about five miles north 


of Frederic. According to an 
official who investigated the 
wreck, he believed that Scnruer, 
the driver of the truck, wes 
over the center line of the high- 
way so far that Hinds and Gig- 
nac, occupants of the ill-fated 
auto, were forced off the pave- 
ment. A yack on the truck struck 
the auto completely tearing off 
the top, and crushing the heads 
of its occupants, killing them 
‘instantly. The rack on the truck 
‘was ripped off and lay across the 
highway. 

Hinds and Gignac resided in 
Petoskey where they were em- 
‘ployed. Hinds was service man 
‘for the Montgomiery Ward store 
there. Gignac was employed hy 
‘the A. W. Walsh Co. A letter in 
_the pocket of Gignac, written by 
-his wife, who with their children 
'were still residing in Mason, ‘n- 
‘dicated that he intended to visit 
‘his home soon and that his wife 
{was loaking forward tc his ar- 
rival. In the letter were mes- 
sages from each of his five child- 
ren saying they were glad he was 
coming home. “! 

Copy of a letter written to his 
'wife in Lima, Ohio, found in the 
pocket of Hinds, said that he had 
just put new beafings in ‘us car 
and would have to drive slowly 
and would be late 'n_ getting 
there. No evidence was found 
that might suggest that any of 
the men had been drinking in- 
toxicating liquor. 

John Schruer is a son of Allen 
Schruer of Gaylord and has been 
driving trucks for many yeers 
Trauling potatoes to Detroit oc- 
cupied, apparently, much of his 
tine.

Sales Tax Exemptions 
Little Understood 


Complaints by merchants to the 
state sales tax department at 
‘Lansing have brought to light 
}situations where individuals em- 
ployed by the state and making 
purchases for their own use have 
‘demanded exemption from sales 
tax, 

In reply 


to the complaints, 


sales tax director Walter F. Reddy 


said: “The sales tax Act in no 
way provides for tax exemption 
of employees of the federal, 


to extend [state or local government regard- 


less of whether the purchases be 
delivered within or on govern- 
mental property. School teach- 
ers, ministers, army officers, ath- 
letic directors and other public 
servants are subject to the tax 
the same as any other consumer. 
“The only case of an,.exemption 
being granted,” the tax director 
added, ‘is when individuals mak- 
ing purchases for exempt institu- 
tions do so with a proper pur- 
chase order, warrant or check.” 
Exempt institutions as stated in 
section 4 (a) of the sales tax Act 
include: (a) Schools or other edu- 
cational institutions not operated 
for profit. (b) Hospitals not op- 
erated for profit. (c) Incorporat- 
ed homes for the care or main- 
tenance of children or aged per- 
sons not operated for profit. (d) 
Regularly organized churches or 
houses of religious worship, ex- 
cepting such as are mainly com- 
mercial enterprises. Sales of 
school bocks and food to bona 
fide enrolled students by schools 
or other educational institutions 
operated for profit are exempt 
from the operation of the Act.

_ SEVEN YEARS OF THE CCC 


The civilian conservation corps, 
one of the first agencies for relief 


created under the present admin-|i; js evident 
istration, marked its seventh an-j pertain 


anniversary a few days ago. 
Originally conceived as an em- 
ergency measure, the CCC has 
continued on through the years 
until it is accepted today as a! 
permanent function of the gov- 
ernment. There are many young- 
sters today who probably cannot 
temember the origin of these 
camps. 

Since 1933 the government has 
set up 4,000 camps throughout the 
country and has enrolled some 
2,400,000 youths. Any attempt to 
list the benefits that have accrued 
would require columns of type. 
Books and papers have been writ- 
ten by the score on the intangi- 
ble benefits that have come 
through rehabilitation of idle 
young men who have been sent 
into these camps. 

There is not much dispute con- 
cerning the good results. Mich- 
igan has seen them on every 
hand. The only objection appears 
to be that the cost is high. It 
Tequires more than $1,000 to keep 
a boy in camp for a year. Not 
all of this cost, of course, can be 


charged to relief. Much of it 
goes toward the conservation 
work which the boys do. The 


“wages” of these youths certain- 
ly are not extravagant. 

In the future, however, these 
costs must be taken into consid- 
eration. While one contingent 
may say that the country cannot 
afford to continue such works, 
another insists just as forcefully 
that it can’t afford not to. 
conservation of resources and 0: 
human vaiues as well is pointed 
to by the latter group as worth 
more than all the money spent. 

Eventually there protubly must 
be a compromise between these 
extreme views. Having noted the 
value of this work and having re- 
alized the necessity for conserv- 
ing and building up forests and 
wastlands the nation can hardly 
justify repudiation of the pro- 
gram. On the other hand there 
is likely to be a demand for re- 
trenchment that will mean a re- 
duction in the scope of the work. 

The country quite obviously 
can use CCC camps for years to 
come. They sho 
ed at least in sufficient volume to 
preserve the work that has been 
done. Increasingly, however, the 
motive of conservation will be 
stressed above that of relief, al- 
though the latter could hardly be

CCC Turning Out 
Physically Fit 


While the accomplishment vf 
censervation work projects by the 
CCC has been much publicized, 
J. M. Walley, Chief of the CCC 
Division of the Milwaukee office 
of the U. S. Forest Service, said 
today that too little is known ol 
the rehabilitation work  beir.g 
done with the youth of America 
who’ comprise the Cor;s. The 
education, training, and deve!op- 
ment of the enrollees so that they 
may become reliable  self-sup- 
porting citizens is the primary 
objective of the Civilian Conserv- 
ation Corps. “Turning out physic- 
ally fit, disciplined men who 
know how to work and wno can 
satisfy the exacting demands cf 
employers when they find jobs 
upon leaving the Corps,’ said 
Walley, “is the aim of those 
charged with the administration 
of the program.” 

_ According to Walley, the CCC 
is proud of its record of acres of 
trees planted, number of recrea- ! 
tion facilities provide?, number: 
of miles of forest prote:tion rouds ; 
constructed, and other wuik ac-: 
complished. The Corps is equal- i 
ly proud of its success in ie-° 
veloping young men. However,’ 
the benefits to the enrollees and’ 
society in general cannot be ac-: 
curately determined at the time’ 
the men leave the camps. The 
public, however, can evaluate the 
results of the CCC program by its 
contact with the young men who 
have left the camps to go out on’ 
their own. “Take the case of 
Bob Smith,” said Walley, “a 17- | 
year-old much discouraged young ! 
man _when he entcred the Civil-! 
ian Conservation Corps. When he. 
left a year later he was better. 
equipped to earn a living, his 
morale was improved, and he 
was willing to try.” : 

In the forest camps which are’ 
located in the state and national’ 
forests of Illinois the rehabilita- ° 
tion of youth through useful . 
work has created additional re-; 
sources for present and future: 


use. Since the spring of 1933 
when the CCC was established 
the Corps has constructed 26 


lookout towers and 287 miles of 
telephone lines to help protect 
Illinois forests from tire. Men, 
and equipment were transported ! 
over 327 miles of CCC-construct- : 
ed forest roads to reach fires and‘ 
improvement projects. Under. 
the supervision of state and fed-' 
eral foresters CCC youths gather-' 
ed 50,000 pounds of tree sed... 
worked in the nurscrics 128.000. 
man-days, and established new: 
forests on 9,000 acres of land too 
poor to grow farm crops. The CCC - 
youths have helped a great deal! 
in the suppression of fires when | 
the forested lands in Illinois were! 
threatened with destruction. 
Their fire-fighting record totals! 
19.771 man-days. Illinois fisher- 
men benefitted from the 51.310! 
man-days of work on lake and, 
pond development. 

Walley said that on the Shaw-’ 
nee National Forest in southern j 
Illinois present plans indicate 234 | 
camp-months of work in that 
area. There are five state and. 
national forest CCC camps op- 
eee in [llinois at present. In 
1935 there were 12 camps on the 
forest. 

Commenting on the training 
and education program the en- 
rollees receive in camp, Walley’ 
said that if these young men: 
leave camp with the habit of! 
work and the attitude of coopera- ' 
tion, if they forge ahead and be-' 
come good citizens, then the 
Civilian Conservation Corps can 
feel that its youth rehabilitation 
program has been justified.

What About Surplus? 

Second, agricultural production 
under stimulation of better prac- 
tices has resulted in an increas- 
ing surplus. 

That's where the state depart- 
ment of agriculture enters the 
picture with its program to in- 
spect and grade Michigan food 
products, to educate the consum-~- 
er to the superiority of Michigan 
products through advertising and 
thus to absorb any surplus with- 
out resorting to ruinous low pric- 
es Which would be below cost of 
production. 

Another government agency 
which is helping to move surplus 
farm production is the Surplus 
Commodities Corporation, a fed- 
eral organization. Supplement- 
ing the state relief allocations of 
the state welfare commission to 
county welfare commissions are 
federal allowances of surplus 
food commodities. 

The Surplus Commodities corp- 
oration also enters the Michigan 
market and buys carloads of sur- 
plus food for shipment to other 
states for supplemental relief use. 

A third activity of this corp- 
oration is now in operation at 
Grand Rapids where food stamps 
are available to persons on re- 
lief for purchase of designated 
surplus commodities in lieu of 
direct distribution of these com- 
modities from food depots. Per- 
sons who receive orange stamps 
for purchase of food also receive 
free 50 per cent more in blue 
stamps which can be used only 
for purchase of surplus com- 
modities. 

Tt is another subsidy of course, 
financed by the federa] govern- 
ment to help both the needy and 
the farmer. 

So far, the food subsidy scheme 
has had an amazing degree of 
popularity. 


Farming Advance 


The advance in farming has: 


brought revolutionary changes. 

Mechanization has forced more 
than 1,000,000 farmers to leave 
American farms in a recent 
period, according to Dr. Alexan- 
der, head of the Farm Security 
administration. (Recall the ex- 
odus in “Grapes of Wrath”?) 

Yields of corn in the ten corn 
belt states were, in the years 
1936 to 1939, 22.8 per cent above 
the 1929-33 average. 

Yields of cotton lint are 35 per

For all cars, regardless of make 
or mileage, Mr. Jacobs said that 
the following is recommended by 
manufacturers to put your car in 
tip-top shape for the spring and 
summer season. 

1, Lubrication—Cold weather 
starts dilute engine oil Old 
winter oil must be replaced by 
new fresh oi3, for lasting protec- 
tion. Remember, three-fourths 
of car repairs are necessitated by 
faulty lubrication. Change 
engine oil; flush out crankcase; 
drain, flush, and refill rear axle 
and transmission. Repack front 
wheel bearings. Fill steering gear 
and shock absorbers. Lubricate 
chassis and body completely. 

2. Electrical—The entire sys- 
tem was taxed by winter starts 
and more dark-hour driving. Be 
sure it’s ready for summer. And 
be especially careful about head- 
lamp aim—even on 1940 models, 
{Inspect ail lights and wiring. Aim 
head lamps. Clean lenses, clean 
and polish reflectors (models 
prior to 1940). Inspect bulbs. 
Refill battery. Clean and tight. 
en battery terminals. Adjust 
generator charging rate, to pro- 
tect battery and generator. 

3. Cooling 
collects gradually in radiator and 
will interfere with cooling if not 
removed by 
Check-up of rest of system pre- 
vents minor annoyances. Re- 
verse flush entire system. Tight- 
en or replace hose. Adjust or 
replace water pump packing on 
older models and adjust fan belt. 
Replace winter thermostat with 
summer thermostat on certain 
models. Check engine gaskets 
for leaks, 

4. Steering—Most cars need 
wheel alignment service every 
5,000 miles, for safer steering, 
longer tire wear. Other steering 
details need expert service too. 
Adjust steering gear and reset 
toe-in. “Cross” tires and wheels 
if they have gone 5,000 miles in 
former positions, to prevent ir- 
regular tire-wear. heck condi- 
tion of tires, and balance if 
necessary. ~ 

5. Engine tune up—A routine 
service need. You'll be repaid 
for this in smoother, quieter, 
thriftier operation. tighten 
cylinder head, if necessary, and 
lash valves. Clean and adjust 
spark plu distributor points. 
Check and reset ignition timing. 
Drain and flush gas tank and fuel 
system. Clean air filter. Clean 
and adjust carburetor. Lash 
clutch pedal. 

6. Brakes—Another place 
where periodic attention is vitally 
important. Remove wheels, in- 
spect shoes and linings. for by 
and equalize mechanical bri 
Inspect brake cylinders and lines, 
adjust brakes, fil] master cylinder 
as needed on hydraulic brakes. 
Lubricate connections and mov- 


ing parts, 

‘. Body—Corrosive com- 
pounds, used on icy pavements, 
will gradually bite through the 
finish of your car if not thorough- 
ly washed away. on is 
needed, too, against summer sun. 
Tighten oe bumpers, and 


body bolts. and polish. 
Vacuum clean upho! . In- 
spect, clean, and adjust  wind- 


shield wipers replacing blades if 
required. To protect upholstery 
against summer dust, wet bath- 
ing suits, etc., install seat covers.
